"Puijiit forces aided by the population have 3^ lately 
annihilated thirteen spies and diversionists dropped by 
parachute on Albanian territory by United States Espionage 
Services. All these parachuted spies and diversionists 
agents were trained in special training courses at the Unted 
States Espionage Center in Munich from where they were trans- 
ported by air to Greece and from there again by air para- 
chuted on Albanian territory for espionage and diversionary 
action for the United States Espionage Service^ They are 
the following:

; >(7) Hussein Saliku, of the village of Bochev, Peshkopi 
district, former garabinieri sub-lieutenant and (associate) 
of the war criminal Husmi Deman, fled Ibnoad as war criminal, 
killed. 

"Six otherspies and diversionistdagents parachuted into 
Albanian whose names have not yet been fully checked, though 
notes and documents found on their bodies show that they 
were trained by the Munich Uhited States Espionage Center 
and dropped on Albanian territory by the Uhited States Es- 
pionage, were also killed. 

"All bf these spies arid diversionistsagents parachuted 
into Albanianwere provided with automatic arms and (machine 
guns) of German make, with clothing of British make, and 
radio transmitters of United States make and with special 
codes and ciphers, all the materials and documents they were 
carrying are in our possession. " 
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
